HILE leaders of the Natlonul So-

Slr,—Laut week Mr. M. F, Key 
exhorted the Chinese, inhabitants of 
Hong Kong to present thelr vicws 
on income tax to the Government. 
He dealt with the problem primartly 
ax a means towards contributions, 
by the Hong Kong Government to 
the Imptriat Government, At the 
sume time he aiso wrote on the pos- 
sibility of income tux being continu- 
ed piter the war to extend or im- 
prove what Is compendiously des- 
erlbed os “social services.”

HILE one may continue to wana the. persistence, if 
not the wisdom, of those hardy opponents of Income 

Tax who battle on in the campaign against its introduc- 
tion, further interest in the controversy must be purely

The main issue, unless we are gravely and unhappily 
mistaken, has already been settled —~.in the new. terms of 


reference of the Income Tax Committee as approved by 
His Excellency the Governor. 

The essence of the battle, from -the viewpoint of those 
who have supported the Government cause, has been 
concerned wholly and solely with the most equitable dis- 
tribution of the burden of any new taxation. For that 
reason taxes on commodities, light and. heat have been 
uncompromisingly condemned.

Was PeFkin Warbeck A Rightful King of England? 


NEARLY every one Is familiar 

with ‘the pictures of the two 
princes In the Tower of London— 
those two sons of Edward IV who 
were alleged to have been murder- 
ed by order of their uncle, the Duke 
of Gloucester, who constituted him- 
self King Richard HL, 

Indeed, for cold-blooded - cruelty 
Richard MY ranks in history with 

. Nero, Torquemada ond Ivan the 
Terrible. But destiny avenged her- 
self upon him when Henry, Earl of 
Richmond, upturned his throne and 
constituted himself KingHenry VII. 
It was shortly after this, at the time 
of Columbus’ discavery of America, 
that there appeared in Cork, Ire- 
land, mysterious personage whi 
so strongly resembled the late King 
Edward IV, father of the princes in 
the tower, that he was Immediate- 
ly hailed as that monarch's-brother, 
the Duke of Clarence, supposed to 
have been murdered some years be- 
fore. 

But this man of mystery took 
oath before the Mayor of Cork that 
he was not the Duke, whereupon 
the populace, stl] insisting that he 
was of royal blood, halled him as u 
natural son of Richard WI. But 
thls allegation being promptly de- 
nled by the newcomer, It was aver- 
red that he was the son of the Duke 
of York; the younger of the two 
princes in the tower aforemention- 


ed. It then being estimated by men * 


who ‘knew ‘their dates that — the 
little Duke of York could not have 
left a son of that age, It was decid- 
ed that the stranger was the Duke 
of York: himself, which theory nfter 
some hesitation he corroborated. 
According to his story, obtained 
trom him ‘with some difficulty, hix 
elder brother, the young Prince. of 


Wales, confined In the tower with | 


him, had been assassinated just as 
history alleged, but on account of 
his: youth his own Ilfe had been 
spared and he had been smuggled 
nbrond,: later escaping back to the 
~British Isles, where he had lived fn 
fear that his identity would be learn- 
ed and that he would be slain by his 
enemies. Thus he acknowledged 
himself to be Richard Pinntagenet, 
Duke of York and, by right of suc- 
cession, King Richard Iv of Eng- 
lond, 

The people of Ireland flocked to 
his standard. Many great nobles, 
coming from England, subjected 
him to rigid cross-questionings and 
went back to London convinced of 
the truth of his allegations, 

News of the identification reach- 
ed the cars of Charles VIII of 
France, who, being a bitter enemy 
of Henry VII of England, Invited 
the young pretender to Parls, where 
he was received with royal honours, 
Shortly afterward Henry VII besleg-

England forced the pretender out of

He escaped to a monastery, but

him. an alleged confession that he 
was not the Duke of York, but: one 
Perkin Warbeck, son of the Con- 
troller of Tourney, in Picardy, and 
that after an adventurous career in 
Antwerp, Portugal and other coun- 
tries he had entered the service’ of 
one Peter Vacz de Cogna, n one-eyed 
knight who had shown him the 
world. . 

This alleged confession was, of 
course, ‘circulated widely by the 
King’s partisans, . but there were 


‘some authorities familar with the 


Duke of York and the royal family 
who stoutly maintained that the 
pretender was either the younger 
prince of the tower or some other 
member of the House of York, In- 
deed, the Duke of York's aunt, the 
Dowager Duchess of Burgundy, Ed-

Henri Christophe, _ the 

Black King, and former 

slave. The vast palace he 

built on the peak of the 

highest mountain stands 
even now. 


THE Islund of Haiti sprawls across 

the Greater AntiNes, rugged 
with mountains and heaving . with 
‘earthquakes, Its Negro population 
wrows coffee, cutton, sugar and 
tobacco In the fertile lowlands, or 
drags down timber from the dark 
mountain forests, It is a land of 


binck secrets populated by the de-, 


scendunts of slaves. The official 
religion Js Catholicts But behind 
the cross lurks the Black Gont, for 
the people still practise Voodoo. 
Mamualois and Papolols—high pricsts 
of devil-worship—still hold thelr 
fearful ceremonies In the woods, On 
‘certaln omidnights everything is 
drowned by the throbbing of the 
Voodoo drums, while, madly danc- 
Ing, the Haitlangy assist in the sacri- 
fice of blood on the altar of a Jungle- 
‘hod. The gods of the Equator do 
not die. : 


The French had held Halti since 
1677... und held it fast. The plane 
ters ruled with ‘the whip. Sugar

‘arms! To’ arms!"

-Enormous, sullen and silent, 
with a face Ilke an ebony mask, he 
had-struggled up from slavery, 


He was powerful ond ruthless, 


Power had got into ‘his blood like 
rum. He sect out to consolidate his 
state; to modernize, at -one stroke, 
the muss of Ilberty-drunk slaves of 
Haiti. He formed an army of glant 
Negroes, brilllantly dressed, subject 
to an fron discipline. He struck 
out for trade. 

~The most essentlal 
Haitl was the gourd, It was the 
Negro's —_cooking=pot, drinking- 
vessel, dish and bottle. Henri sent 
carts to gather every gourd from 
every gourd-tree on the island. The 
natives bought them back from him, 
with sugar, coffee and tobacco, He 
shipped the produce to Europe and

America, and soon Haltf had a 


currency, a gold standard, a coin 
appropriately named the gourde. 

He began to build a vast palace on 
the peak of the highest mountain 
on the island.

FIRST the French Prime Minister, 
M. Datadicr,. and then the Pre- 
sident of the Republic, M. Albert 
Lebrun, have Jost no time in paying 
thelr visits to the positions conquer- 
ed on the Western Front. The two 
war veterans wished thus to show 
thelr interest in the activity of the 
Freuch troops. : 

Things. were different, in 1914 ow- 
ing to the mistaken conception by 
which France had been divided into 
two zones, that of the Armies, where 
the General Commanderein-Chief 
was all powerful and that of the In- 
terlor, subject to the sole control of 
the civil nuthorilies.- This duality: 
has fortunately been chiminated. It 
had, In fact, resulted in singular 
anomalies. LiHe, for lustance, hid 
been proclaimed by the French Gov- 
erninent us an open ‘town, the Nord 
Department being included in the 
‘interlor zone.‘ Rut, as a matter of 
fact, the General Commander-in- 
Chief had not been informed of the 
revised status of this locality, and 
numerous supplies had been accumu. 
Jated there; happily they could be 
evacuated in time. 

At the end of October 1914, how- 
ever, the two Ministers. Aristide 
Briund and “Albert Sarraut, made 
their first Journey tu the Verdun- 
Belfort front. I was appointed by 
General Joffre to serve them us 4 
gulde, Soon afterwards, I undertook 
u similar tour with the highest au- 
thorities of the Republic, Raymond 
Poincare, Antonly Dubost, Paul Des- 
chaneland Rene Vivian, then Prime 
Minister. . . 

The main preuccupntion of these, 
important personaliti¢s did not differ 
from that of the French peopic in 
general, numely—how long the war 
wus golng to Just? But one day, 
when we had anived on the heights 
overlooking the Meuse, having ut our: 
fect the forests and marshes.of the 
Woevre, where from time to, ‘time a 
puff of white smoke marked , the 
burating of o shell and reminded us 
that-death was reaping its harvest in 
the two opposing lines, one of us said 
suddenly “There is no reason for. the 
wur to come to an end now.” “It fs 
2 question of projectiles", .1 replicd 
and if I had not feared the accusa- 
tion af pedantry I could have recalled 
the anecdote of Napoleon reflecting 
oni the failure of his campaign of 
1613: “If at Leipzig 1 had disposed of 
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‘On occasion, you may desire a more vivid 
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Attrition 


80,000 projectiles I should have been 
the master of the world.” -At the 
moment of which Iam speaking the 
manufacture of war material, almost 
suspended in France since the mobi- 
lization, was scarcely beginning, 
Some figures may be Interesting; the 
initial supplies for the .75 guns were 
sufliclent for cach of them, to assure 
arapid fire of two hours and a halt, 
as then usual, After this one could 
reciton upon two or three shots per 
gun und per day, that js to say, sut- 
ficlent for only ten seconds fire per 
day. It.{s thus casy to realize that, 
the initin] supplics have been ex- 
hauated. after. the Marne, operations 
were held up for some time, The 
French High Command uttered a cry 
of alarm which was fortunately heard 
by the public authorities.

“fe that hath never fed an the 
duintles that are bred ina book, . . - 
hin intellect fs not replenished; he_ Is 
only an unimal, only sensitive In the 
duller parts.” (Shakespeare) 

“L have wondered at-the patience 
of the untediluvians; their Ubrarics 
were insufficiently furntshed.” (Cow- 
per.)

These testimonies—a selection from 
a large number—are enthusiastic 
enough; but the cautions are equally 
emphatic. ‘ 

“Much learning does not instruct 
the mind.” (Heraclitus.) This fs re- 
peated by other Greek writers; by 
Festus to St. Paul, who was not, if 
thid® a great reader; and by Selden: 
“No man is the wiser for his learn- 
ing.” “To teach children many sub- 
jects Igy dangerous.” (Plato.) “A 
crowd of books burdens the learntvr, 
and does not instruct him; it Is better 
to give yourself to a few authors 
than to ramble among many.” 
(Sencea.) “Non multe sed multum” 
Is Quintilian's advice. 


Great philosophers, suys’ Goethe, 
have seldom been learned men. The 
thinkers who are really alive have 
not belonged to the dreary tribe of 
commentators, Their philosdphy has 
been their own rule of Ife; they are 


‘lmen of imagination, poets and pro- 


phets. Aristotle is severe on those 
who instead of practising a rensoned 
ort of Hving “take refuge in words 
and think that they are philosoph- 
ers." 

“Hobbes,” says Grahum Wallas, 
“hod no patience with those who toll 
to make broad their bibMographies till 
they see men ns hooks walking. He 
was wont to say that if he had rend

We must not despise the life of con-

rential to wisdom.

Books do not.tuke us quile out of 
ourselves. We find In them = what 
touches and stimulates our own 
thoughts. An old rhyme says, “As 
the fool thinketh, so the bell 
clnketh.” Many people’ learn more 
from vonversation than from read- 
ing. Long talks with Ilke-minded 
friends ore very educating. 

In fact we must recognise that 
some people are so constituted that 
they learn by.the.car, others by the 
eye, The former class does not 
make readers. There are some who 
would rather listen to a lecture than 
rend a book—an odd taste, I’ think. 
But the popularity of broadcasting 
shows that it Is very-common, 

A half-way house, is to listen to 1 
good book .rend aloud. . [f the read- 
Ing is good, nothing can be more de- 
lightful. When we reed ‘to ourselves, 
we read too fast and miss some, of 
the best things in the book. Rending 
aloud takes us along at the right 
puce, und we have the pleasure of 
sharlng our Interest. Poetry should 
ulways be read aloud. 

It Is an Interesting question whe- 
ther, when we take a holiday in 
some fnmous beauty spot, as some of 
us will soon be doing, we want to 
take with us any of the great pocts 
of nature, such as Wordsworth, Keats 
and Shelley. I often pack up my 
Wordaworth for these holidays, but I 
must confess that I very seldom read 
him. 

When I am by the sea, which, os 
Euripides says, “Washes uway all 
human ills," or, better still, watch 
the waves from the deck of u ship; 
when I stand before a mountaln or a 
waterfall, I do not want to be In- 
vited to think of Hfe and death and 
humun folly; I prefer to let Nature 
speak to me in her own language, 
which Is soothing without belng at 
all explicit... 

Dr. Johnson, dragged half against 
his will to the Highlands, thought it 
wus caster ‘to sit at home and con- 
ceive rocks, heaths and waterfalls." 
It is' I think, when we recall these 
scenes in imagination by our firc- 
sides, that we are most inclined to 
enjoy the nature poets. I dare say I 
am quite wrong, but such is my own 
I. read a great deal on ao 
“Mediterranean cruise, but not poetry 
about the sen and the mountains. ’ 

‘We are made:very differently, and 
I pity those who cannot enjoy books. 
But it js those who enjoy them most 
who have to beware of intellectual 
dram-drinking. When we have taken 
In all that we can digest, it 1s worse 
than useless to stuff our minds with 
good things which we cannot assl- 
milate. :
